INDICTED IN KILL 


OF POLICEMAN 


Grand Jury Returns Charges 


Against Robert and Tho-| 


Creed in One Hour 


After Inquest. 


SHOOTING IN SALOON 
ON CLARK AVENUE 


Woman Says Two Brothers 
Followed Policeman Into 
Room and Scuffle and 
Shooting Followed. 


The grand jury today, after an un- 
usually prompt and speedy investi- 
| gation, voted first degree ‘murder in- 
dictments against Robert Creed and 


Thomas Creed, brothers, charging 


| them with having killed Patrolman 


George FP. Geisler of Central District, 
who was shot to death in a rear room 
of William F. English’s saloon, 2100 
Clark avenue, at 5:30 p. m. yester- 
day. Geisler was 36 years old, mar- 
ried and lived at 2640 Rutger street, 
He had been a policeman five years. 

The indictments against the Creeds 
were voted just one hour after a Cor- 
oner’s jury had held them respons!- 
ble for the killing. The voting of 
murder indictments within an hour 
was said at the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice to establish a record for _ S8t. 
Louis. 

The Creed brothers were arrested 
after the shooting on statements of 
witnesses that they were with the 
policeman in the room when he was 
shot and that they had quarreled 
with him before the three’ entered 
the room. 

George Creed of 2305 Clark ave- 
nue, brother of Robert and Thomas 
Creed, also was arrested, but there 
is np. evidence that he was preat i 
when the shooting occurred. 

Four Balict Wounds. 

An investigation of the killing was 
begun by the grand jury immediatcly 
after the inquest and all! of the -wit- 
nesses who had been held by the po- 
lice were taken before the jury to 
testify. 

After being shot, Policeman Geis- 
ler staggered out of the saloon and 
into the middle of Clark avenue, 
where he fell dead. An autopsy 
showed he was shot four times with 
bullets of large caliber. There wer+ 
two wounds in his chest and two in 
his abdomen, all at close range. One 
bullet passed through a memoran- 
dum book in his breast pocket and 
lodged near the spine. His revolver 
and club had been taken from him 
and his star had been torn from his 
coat. 

The star and club were found in 
the room where the shooting oc- 
curred. His revolver later was found 
in the house at 4120A Manchester 
avenue, former home of Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Farrell, a sister of the Creeds, 
after Robert Creed had been ar- 
rested there and Thomas had és- 
caped from the house after being 
shot at by a policeman. Thomas 
later was arrested at the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Mary Keifley, 3022A 
Rutger street. 

Woman's Story of Shooting. 

The most connected statement 
about the shooting was made by 
Edna Brooks, 30 years old, of 2838 
Easton avenue. She said she had 
known Robert.Creed about a month 
and he had been living at her home 
and conducting a saloon at Ewing 
and Edston avenues. 

Robert Creed, she said, returned 
home from Kansas City yesterday 
and went to her house for break-

Soon after birth a baby develops 
sense contact and temperature 
that is, he knows when he is being 
held and he can appreciate heat or 
cold. He learns to see light and to 
hear during the first three or four 
days. 

The first month the hands move 
aimlessly about. During the second 
month he learns to put his hand to 
his mouth and tries to lift his head. 

During the third and fourth 
months a baby will make an effort 
to grasp what is held before him and 
will try to sit up. He should not be 
nllowed to do so unless he is sup- 
About this time he begins 
to recognize others and develops.:a 
will of his own, which is expressed 
in erying when he is displeased. He 


of 


will coo when he is happy. 


About the sixth month a baby can 
eit alone for a few minutes. He will 
grasp and hold whatever comes 
within reach of his busy fingers. He 
now begins to be sociable and will 
try to talk, sometimes making vowel 
sounds. | 

From the seventh month to the 
ninth month he will creep and will 
make efforts to stand. He likes to 
imitate movements and to have sym- 
pathy and attention shown him. 

From the ninth month to the 
twelfth month he learns to stand 
and from the twelfth to the six- 
teenth month learns to walk. He 
develops a sense of desire to please 
and this leads to obedience. Some- 
times at the twelfth month he can 
say a few words 

A baby has no moral sense 
knowledge of what is right or wrong 
lie simply foliows his instincts. An 
person im keep him from 
harm and show him gently how to 
do the right things until he learns 
for himself. 

As improper feeding {s one of the 
chief causes of a child’e falling to 
develop properly, too close attention 
cannot be paid to the right feeding 
of a young baby.
